in this situation could not be efL'eqted the allies 
faced privation, If not actual starvation, und nny 
material help from America either In the form of 
men or supplies would be impossible. 


The success nf the device Is well lllii.strated hy 


tin- chart shown herewith which slv«s a vivid 
picture of the chase of au enemy U-boat in the 
lOnirlish channel and demonstrated the ability of 
the listeners to keep hot on the trail of the sub- 
marine, doubling and crossing in an effort to es- 
cape. 


This dramatic Incident—one of many—Is vividly 


described in the following report of the enstige- 
nit-nt in question : 


"At 1:2;3 o'clock u n i t No. 6 'flxed' (located by 


trlnnculiitlon) » submarine directly uliead at a dis- 
ttince of.100 yards; immediately carried out three- 
boat Imrrnge attack, each bont letting go three 
stern charges and 'Yr gun.

culty and for short periods. 


"The second depth charge of this attack threw 


Into t h e ' n i r n 30-foot to 60-foot cylindrical black 
object about the size of a depth charge. 
Another depth charge attack carried out. Sub- 
marine had gradually been making shorter turns 
for some time. . . . From this point on believe 
submarine bottomed nnd was never able to move 
except to-start and scrape nlbng the bottom n short 
•distance. Noises Indlcnted this." 


Word wns then sent to Penznnce for additional 


depth charges and a .radio dispatched to the buse 
for n destroyer post hnste. 


"Subsequent 
events." 
continues 
the 
report, 


"show that .submarine never moved from this spot. 
Noises indicated repair. 
Occasional uustiecessfuJ 


attempts to start motor . . . sounds rapidly be- 
coming less frequent." 


•U'hen morning en me the submarine chasers nud 


fhe destroyer which had been sent to their assist- 
ance gathered ncnr the spot where Ihe crippled sub- 
marine was resting at tlio bottom. 
Sounds of 


feverish activity within ihe submarine's hull were 
distinctly heard. 


Suddenly there was a dead silence. 
Then 25 


revolver shots 
rang 
out—three first. followeJ 


by 22. 


"Taking 
into consideration all circumstances 


and events," continues the account, "conclude sub- 
marine damaged externally, unable to start motor 
after repeated attempts. Unnble to rise to surface 
and Is on bottom in the vicinity. Reports of listen- 
ers substantiate this conclusion." 


As n matter of fact, the British naval intelli- 


gence department .learned later (hnt the crew of 
n German submarine had been lost in tie English 
channel about this very lime. The report, ns they 
obtained It, indicated that the Hun bont had been 
trapped on rhe bottom and so seriously damaged 
she was uuable to rise. 


C. S. Scott, engineer of the Genera! Electric 


company and member of Ihe special party .sent 
abroad, contributes this Incident which happened 
In the Adriatic sea: 
'. 


"We had 36 chasers baser! In a little bay on the 


Island of Corfu nnd the barrage of boats extended 
across the Strolls of Otranto, a distance of about 
40 miles. The chasers were operated in units of 
three, which on patrol kept about one mile 
apart. A distance of five miles was kept between 
units. 
Conditions in the Adriatic were ideal for 


hunting submarines. 
The water was very deep 


rauging from 400 to 600 fathoms, which meant that 
Ihe submarines when hard pressed could not seek 
shallow water ns was their custom in Uie English 
channel and the North sen. 
Due to less -shipping 


trnflic in these waters there was practically no 
sound interference, which made for very good 
listening. 


"Many successful attacks were made In these 


waters, one in particular being quite exciting. 


"One of the ships in n unit heard what sounded 


like a submarine. In a few mluutes all three listen- 
ers liad picked him up and the bearing of his 
course was being plotted. The.middle chnser, the 
flagship, was getting rendings showing that the 
submarine was in D direct line astern nnd steam- 
Ing toward her. 


"The sound was very loud, as if the sub must be 


very close. Suddenly the wnter began to slnp the 
bottom of the boat, so that everyone could feel It; 
and the next moment the observer reported that 
hie bearing on the submarine hnd changed from 
ISO degrees, which was dead astern, to three de- 
grees, which was on our bows. 
Tho •submerged 


submarine had passed directly under the center 
bont. All three boats were immediately got under 
way nnd the attack was delivered. After all the 
depth charges had been dropped, the ships were 
stopped and observations again taken. 
A pro- 


peller was heard to start up and rnn for about 30 
seconds; and then a crunching noise was heard. 
It wns quite evident thnt the sub, having been put 
out of control, sank to the bottom and hnd col- 
lapsed due to the tremendous pressure at these 
depths. 
We went back to the spot next morning 


nnd found iin oil slick two miles long by 800 yards 
wide on the surface of the water." 


The development of the submarine detector was 


the result of the foreslghted vision of the navy 
department and the generous co-operation extend- 
ed by private manufacturers who had placed their 
entire orgnnixntions at the disposal of the gov- 
ernment for the period of the war. 


Large electrical manufacturers with exceptional 


facilities for research 
and 
experimental work 


were able to render invaluable assistance in crack- 
ing the submarine "nnt." 


In fnc't, it may be said that "big business" In the 


commonly accepted meaning of the terra, will be 
found to have contributed a very largo share to- 
ward winning the war when the whole record of 
this war's inventions comes to be written.

now sitting under the dome of the 
ccpltol who never have visited Mount 
Vernon, the residence and the place 
of burial of George Washington. 


Washington has hundreds of visitors 


nt all seasons, people who have come 
here to see the places of Interest, and 
who In advance have prepared lists 
of the things which they feel that they 
must see. These visitors do the thing 
as thoroughly as It can be done within 
the time bwhlch they allot for their 
slay. There are men and women, and 
even children, living in dlslant pnrts 
of the country who know more about 
Washington than do some of its resi- 
dents, temporary and permanent. 


Bladensburg Is Historic. 


Close 
to the city of Washington 


there Is a place called Bladensburp.

Stevens. 
When the Confederate gen- 


eral. Early, threatened rhe city from 
the northeast, troops were hurriedly 
brought to the city nnd Fort Stevens 
was manned. After n smart skirmish 
the Confederates retreated. Abraham 
Lincoln, then president of the United 
States, went out to Fort Stevens to 
witness the fight. He stood exposed 
for some time to the Confederate lire. 
Fort Stevens nnd its historic interest 
seem nearly forgotten today, except 
by the men and women who come here 
from n distance to see Washington. 


Where Braddock Landed. 


Probably not many persons in Wash- 


ington, lawmakers, office holders or 
residents, know that General Braddock 
Innded his forces from barges on the 
Potomac at a point well wlihin the 
piesenr limits of the city, and from 
there marched on his unfortunate cam- 
puign Inro western Pennsylvania, nc- 
cumpanied hy the young surveyor sol- 
dier, George Washington. 
The place 


where Brad'lock landed is known as 
Eraddock's Hoclc. nn<l its location Is 
uell di'lined on the maps and tn the 
histories. 


Arlington, the homp of the Custlses 


and Inter of Robert E. Lee, Is now a 
great nntlonnl cemetery. Arlington, to 
b« sure. Is in Virginia, but It Is within 
ten minutes' ride of the city of Wash- 
ington. The view down the Potomac 
from Washington is unsurpassed for 
beauty. Thousands upon thousands of 
the nation's demi lie burled 
under 


the great trees. The old colonial mnn 
slon of the Custl.ses and rhe Lees still 
stands. In It Robert E. Lee was mar- 
ried to Miss Custls, and it was there. 
In later years, thnt he decided to cast 
h'3 lot with the Confederacy.

ton Is more or les^ neglected by the 
tc-rcporary nnd permanent residents of 
the city of Washington, but the visitors 
from a distance go to the benutiful 
place In thousands at all seasons, 
of burial of George Washington. 
First U. S. Army Plane Decade Ago. 


Major Gennnil Menoher, head of the 


atr service, sent a telegram to Orvllle 
Wright the other day. the occasion be- 
ing the tenth anniversary of the de- 
livery of the first nirplnne to the gov- 
ernment of the United States. The 
telegram read as follows : 


"The congratulations of the air serv- 


ice are extended to you on the tenth 
anniversary 
of the delivery of the 


first airplane to the government of 
the United States, first In the world to 
acquire a dynamic aircraft. 
The air 


service appreciates to tlie full the 
ever-Increasing debt owed by mankind 
to the Wright brothers, whose fore- 
sight, Indefatigable research nnd prac- 
tical application 
have aided world 


progress through the Invention of a 
new means of communication." 


It was about a decade ago that the 


united Stnto.s pnvprnmi-nt. with one 
of the Wright brothers on the scene. 
niHde Its preliminary tt»t of airplane* 
In this city before iidopting ihein for 
the sen-Ice of the United Slates. 


To the Wright brothers Genernl 


Menoher 1ms given the credit for thn 
development of the airplane to the 
standards 
of practical use. 
The 


Wrights themselves, however, always 
gave credit to the pioneers ID the flefd. 


Work of the Pioneers. 


In the Smithsonian Institution In 


this city Is a tablet to the memory of 
Samuel Plerpont Langley. who com- 
pleted the first heavler-than-alr ma- 
chine which actually flew. Not long 
ago scientists came to Washington 
from all over tlie country to pay trib- 
ute to the memory of this scientist. 
Lsngley. who through the years with- 
stood the Jibes nnd the Jeers of men 
who called him a crank and worse be- 
cause he was convinced thnt one dny 
men would fly. Langley kept at his 
work, nnd today he Is acknowledged 
ns having been the first mnn to make 
a heavier-th.in-ulr machine actually 
fly 


Twenty years ago nnd more there 


lived In Chlcngo an engineer named 
Octave Chnuutc, a man of French ex- 
traction, who also firmly believed thnt 
one day man would fly and would not 
need llghter-tlinn-alr apparatus to en- 
able him to do so. It wns Octave Cbn- 
nufe who developed the plane Idea. It 


known that the Wright brothers, aa 


vouttis. were pupils of Clmnute, nnd 
hat they witnessed some of Ills exper- 
iments. 


Octavo Chnnute was n pioneer In re- 


search; Langley was n pioneer In pre- 
liminary 
accomplishment, 
and

plishers. 
The entire development of 


the airplane has occupied only about 
n score of years.
